(C.P. April 1988) A historic 
trade agreement between 
Canada and the United States 
was struck this past weekend 
at Laurentian University in 
Sudbury. The deal marked the 
end of intense negotiations 
initiated by the Conservative 
government in 1984. 

The Trade Agreement is like 
no other in the world. The 
deal calls for Canada to allow 
the United States trade 
Department to intervene on 
any aspect of Canadian trade, 
whenever they deem it as 
necessary. 

The American initiative 



allows them to regulate 
Canadian prices on everything 
from bubble gum to nuclear 
energy. Furthermore, if the 
U.S. Trade Dept. feels that an 
industry within Canada is 
out-profiting a parallel 
American industry, it has the 
unilateral right to shut down 
that industry. This would 
allow the American company 
to compete without fear of 
competition from Canadian 
industries. 

Reaction around the 
Laurentian University campus 
was almost immediate. 
Progressive Conservative 



party members hailed the 
deal as a firm initiative by 
Brian Mulroney to ensure 
Canada's future in the world 
market. Party leaders were 
adament in their support, 
"This was the best possible 
solution to a situation that, if 
handled by any other 
government could have cost 
Canadians more than their 
jobs." 

The American wave of 
protectionism seems to be the 
prime motive behind the deal. 
Within the last two years, 
Congress has allowed the 
implementation of trade 



tariffs that forced Canadian 
markets out of competition and 
into bankruptcy. 

The trade thrust of the 
United States has forced 
similiar negotiations with 
other major trading partners, 
Recently, Japan, France, and 
West Germany were bullied 
into similiar negotiations. 

Reactions from the Liberal 
and N.D.P. governments were 
obvious. Liberal leaders 
called it "a complete 
obliteration of Canadian 
sovereignty" N.D.P. leaders 
have called it, "the worst day 
in Canada's history". 



Many academics and trade 
experts seem to agree that the 
overwhelming aggressive 
trade negotiations, by the 
Americans, seemed to 
intimidate Brian Mulroney 
into submission. Many had 
predicted such a result after 
Mulroney allowed Ronald 
Reagan to dump American 
nuclear waste into Lake 
Ontario, as well as 
establishing a nuclear waste 
dump in Sudbury. Both of 
these dumps were trade-offs 
that Mulroney had to make if 
he wanted Reagan to consider 
cutting back on acid rain.

Laurentian's Student Gen- 
eral Association ( SGA) will 
be sponsoring a fund-raising 
drive from April 20 to April 24 
to raise money for the Cystic 
Fibrosis Foundation of Can- 
ada. 

Through "The Great North- 
ern Smoke-A-No", the SGA 
hopes to raise both money and 
awareness of the disease. 

Cystic Fibrosis is one of the 
leading killers of children, 
and a major symptom is a 
build-up of mucus in the lungs, 
which leads to decreased lung 
capacity. 

Children with CF must take 
a great deal of medication 
daily, and in many cases they 
must have their chests pound- 
ed on a regular basis to dis- 
lodge the mucus, so that it can 
be expelled. 

During the Great Northern 
Smoke-A-NO, the SGA is 
asking that smokers pledge to 
stop for a specific period of 



time. If you are a smoker, you 
can ask those who have been 
bothering you to quit to pledge 
money for the period you 
abstain. If you would like a 
smoker to quit, then tell 
him/her that you are willing 
to pledge money. 

The 'abstention period' will 
last an hour, a day, or a week. 
The period can be determined 
by the smoker and the one 
making the pledge, but should 
the smoker break the ab- 
stention period, he/she is re- 
sponsible for the amount 
pledged. In other words, if 
they don't smoke, you have 
the pleasure of giving money 
to aid in a cure for CF; if they 
smoke, they must pay. 

The SGA is working in 
conjunction with the Kinsmen 
and CHNO, and SGA Presi- 
dent Dave Filion will present 
the money raised by Lauren- 
tian students, staff and ad- 
ministration to officials on 
May 2. On this date, CHNO 
will hold its second annual 



Cystic Fibrosis Radiothon 
from 10am to 6pm. 

SGA Vice-president R. D. 
Hulst refers to members of the 
Laurentian community as "re- 
sponsible corporate citizens," 
and said that the Great 
Northern Smoke-A-NO is a 
"visible step" toward exer- 
cising that responsibility. 

Hulst commented that many 
"don't realize the economic 
and social impact we (Lauren- 
tian ) have on the city." 
Pointing to involvement with 
associations such as the Big 
Brothers and the United Way, 
he is hoping for even closer 
ties to organizations within 
the Sudbury community in the 
future.
